journed pending settlement. 

Jansen v Larson, action { 
damages arising: out of a shooting 
case west last year, and Garnsey Vv 
Buck, action for damages for loss of 
san ear chewed off in an assault cas 
in the Horseguard district, were re- 
duced to $600 and go to the District 
Court for trial. -‘'wo cases were 
transferred to Lacombe for trial. 

Lowe v Fleischauer. Action for 
specific performance of agreement for 
the conveyance to plaintitl of quarter 
section near Leslieville, The plain- 
till, Harry W. Lowe, purchased in 
June, 1913, defendant's homestead 
near Leslieville, trading him land 
in Kootenay county, Idaho. Accord- 
ing to the written agreement defend- 
ant assumed a $400 mortgage on the 
Idaho land, but plaintiff! partly ad- 
mitted that he agreed to discharge 
this mortgage from a note which 

his cousins had signed in his favo 
but which his cousins were slow in 
paying. As a result of the neglect 
of the mortgage and its demands, 
the Idaho land was foreclosed, and

PRISONERS OF WAR: 
STRIKING CONTRAST 


Stern Facts Presented In the Two 
Following Letters, Tall. Their 
Story Only Too Clearly 


From the “Ladies’ Field”; The 
Quorn hunt were at the now much 
discussed Donington Park, and they 
held something of a lawn meet for 
the benefit of the German prisoners 
who are interned in the beautiful old 
house. Of course, there was a big 
crowd of people in motors and on 
foot, who had taken the opportunity 
of~getting into the park to have a 
look at the Germans. Captain Fores- 
ter, who is now hunting the hounds 
himself on Tuesdays and Saturdays, 
after he had been into the hall, 
mounted and brought the hounds 
close up to the wire entanglements, 
{n order that the German officers 
might have a Letter view of the pack. 
A little more law than usual was 
allowed; when the Master raised his 
cap to~the. officers, they bowed in 
return, and a_ very’ curious little 
ceremony was over, and the ordinary 
business of hunting began. 

From ea British officer prisoner in 
Germany: “Our beds are iron cots 
with dirty straw paillasses, arranged 
in two tiers round the room. I my- 
self occupy an upper berth, and find 
it a little inconvenient to climb into 
Bince I have only one serviceable 
arm. Only a privileged few amongst 
us, such as the wounded, have a 
blanket—and that only by the cour- 
tesy of certain English civilians, who 
share our captivity and have been 
told off to act as scouts for us (in 
the 'Varsity sense of that expression). 
Amongst these is a well-known M.F.H. 
These unfortunates have not only 
been employed for weeks in erecting 
sheds, barbed wire fences, and s0 
forth, but have -been s¢t to more 
menial and degrading tasks, such as 
cleaning out latrines.. Small wonder 
that, like many of our wounded, who 
have been so grossly ill-treated, they 
are consumed with a deadly intensity 
of hatred, which will go down into 
the grave with them.”

Arnold Bennett, in special corres- 
pondence, says: You can observe an 
N.P.F. in various aspects. There is 
the human aspect of its pieturesque 
adjuncts. For instance, the canteen 
under its own separate roof, with a 
prodigious veranda for the al fresco, 
surpassing town halls in size, and 


supplying all the diverse cooking and ! 


eating accomodation which young wo- 
men who know on which side their 
bread ought to be buttered require. 
There are the women’s dressing 
rooms and the lavatories—I never 
saw before and do not hope to see 
again, so many white faience basins 
with hot and cold water, rows and 
rows and rows and rows, and scores 
in a row. There is the ambulance 
station with every device. 

There are the women in the roof 
controlling the overhead travelling 
electric cranes that command every 
foot of the floor space. Bach has a 
rope to slide down by in an emer- 
genoy, and for practice sake she is 
obliged to slide down that rope at 
least once a week. There are the 
other women who drive the electric 
carriages on the floor itself—miles of 
lIine—sitting in a sort of easy chair, 
and tickling levers. (Six-inch and 
nine-inch shells ars not to be Ughtly 
thrown about. The latter weigh more 
than a man, and it takes either elec- 
tricity or two men to shift them to 
and fro; electricity does 90 per cent. 
of the shifting). 


RATIONS OF SERBIANS 


Stew and Bread Are Malnstays—No 
Luxuries 

The standard ration of the Serbian 
soldier is stew and bread. Paprika 
almost always enters into the stew in 
some major or minor portion. On the 
best days two stews are sometimes 
served, each well peppered. They eat 
a@ tremendous quantity of bread, as 
do all the Balkan peoples, and though 
{t is coarse it is of very good quality. 

The morning meal is coffee and 
bread, or sometimes hot sugared milk 
and bread, when luck is with the com- 
missariat. At noon there is a rich 
and sustaining stew, made with po- 
tato, rice or flour thickening and at 
night something else of the same sort. 
Here and there one sees an epicure 
having his meal apart. He will cook 
his ration over a tiny fire, combining 
it with what he may have been able 
to buy during the day. Back of the 
fire, if he has been lucky, is a little 
rack of sticks on which strips of beef 
are being smoke dried. It is an ex- 
cellent addition to the meat and a 
fine emergency ration. 

In all the army luxuries have been 
sacrificed and only necessities are car- 
ried. That is what remains of an 
army of strong, tough, enduring peas- 
ants, accustomed to common fare and 
hardships, and now animated by a 
spirit which is compounded of fury 
and desperation and of a stubborn 
disbelief that in the end they can 
fail in their fight.

The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a quarter ecction uf available 
Dominion land in Manituva, Sask- 
tchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom- 
inion Lands Agency or Suo-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lands 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
On certain conditions. A habitable 
ouse is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may pre-empt a 
quarter-section along-side his home 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre, 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres ex- 
ra cultivation. Pre-emption patent 
may be obtained as soon as home- 
stead patent, on certain conditions.

A FOOL EPIDEMIC 


A pestilential custom accentuated 
by the war is that whereby munici- 
pal councils, hoards of trade and 
other local organizations pass fool 
resolutions and send them on to 
Ottawa for consideration. Such a 
practice was a public nuisance in 
time of peace; it borders closely up- 
on national menace in time of war. 
Most of these resolutions are either 
ill-considered or unsoundly based; 
they give every cheap-jack agitator 
clamoring for public applause oppor- 
tunity to magnify his importance ; 
and they have a tendency to darken 
counsel, give rise to futile contro- 
versy, confuse the public, undermine 
confidence in the country’s leader- 
ship, and enfeeble concentrited nuti- 
onal effort in the war. 

Here is an example of how the 
thing works out. Two months ago 
the little town of Duncan, in Mani-

PAINLEVE: PRODIGY . 
WHO SAVED VERDUN 


Chemist, Scientist and’ Politician as 
Marvel of. France—Iinvented 
Mysterious Explosive _ 


Paul Painleve, a Frenoh chemist, 
was the real cause of the Germans be- 
ing driven out of the outer forts of 
Verdun. He it was who invented the 
mysterious explosive-against which 
their fleld fortifications went down 
and before whose onslaught the Ger- 
mans had to retire in a week more 
than they advanced in eight months 
of the hardest fighting the world has 
ever seen. As a chemist Painleve 
lectured before eager classes of the 
Sorbonne. According to The London 
Chronicle, his prodigious intellectual 


powers were manifest before he 
reached his teens. 
Prodigy Discovered 2 
His teacher in thé lay school at 


Paris decided that a prodigy had ar- 
rived. Paul was seen idling while 
the rest of his class had to work, yet 
Imew his lessons perfectly. The 
teacher went to the director, who de- 
clared that the boy could be examined 
for promotion into the next higher 
class. In due time the same kind 


of report of Paul was again handed |: 
jn. The process was continued until! 


Paul was in peril of promotion out 
of the school cltogether.

‘Paul was 
discovered. A special purse was 
even procured from some source. It 
is affirmed that in his eleventh year 
he could have taken a bachelor’s de- 
gree at the university. 


Leader of Men 


M. Briand is quoted as having de- 
clared that Painleve was a born 
leader of men with an unparalleled 
capacity for administration. Clemen- 
ceau pronounced him an inspired de- 
bater. The offectiveness of Painleve 
in the laboratory was based upon 
qualities totally different from those 
which won him success in politics. 
He had a passion for order, sym- 
metry, harmony, method in his re- 
searches. “You are an old maid!” 
the late Henri Poincare was alleged 
to have said to him. ‘‘Minerva was 
an old maid,” he replied with his 
characteristic smile. “She came full 
grown from the head of Jove and was 
never young.” Poincare, himself the 
supreme mathematician of his time, 
despaired of the universal Painleve 
who took all science for his province. 

His Political Triumph 

Side by side with the glory that 
came to him as a member of the 
Academy of Science, marched the 
glory of his political triumph. He 
would hold a class spellbound at the 
Sorbonne with the delicacy of his re- 
searches into the theory of light, 


.jheat and sound, and repair at night 


to a packed hall for the sake of 
haranguing discontented proletarians. 
“Do you not think,” asked Poincare 
after a riot in which his friend got 
a blow on the nose, “that you might 
abandon your absurd politics?” “That 
{gs all very fine for you,” retorted 
Painleve, “for you can go shooting 
In the forest of Rambouillet wi en- 
ever you please; but I am poor and 
my only recreation is ‘politics.” 


BRITISH COOLNESS 


Changed Shirts Durlng Charge—Much 
Hun Booty 


An Englishman writes: Splendid 
work, even in the capture of prison- 
ers, was done by the signallers, many 
of whom went forward with the first 
wave. One of them found himself 
all alone and wounded at the mouth 
of a crowded German dug-out. By way 
of occupation he told the men they 
were his prisoners, and then, using 
the telephone strapped round his 
body, called for assistance and guides 
for the prisoners. A 

The whole battle—this soldier’s bat- 
tle—was marked by unnumbered ep!- 
sodes of individual personal acts of 
dash~and coolness. Some men were 
too cool. They stopped to light Ger- 
man cigars, to taste the excellent food 
or don the enemy's helmets—which 
they wore hilariously for the rest of 
the day. One man, who discovered 
an ordnance’ store, deliberately 
changed his damp and muddy shirt 
for a clean German garment from 
the packets. 

I have never heard higher praise 
of our artillery, and the signs of its 
excellence are written on the soil. 
Everywhere in the near neighborhood 
of a trench the ground is like a 
Gruyere cheese. Beaumont-Hamel it- 
self was pounded to the highest pitch 
of powerful precision. Some of the 
nests, apart from their human occu- 
pants, were worth robbing. One food 
dump contained excellent butter, 
white bread, tinned hams, soda water, 
and other luxuries. Cigars were “fre- 
quent and free,” and the ordnance 
stores seem to have been of good 
quality. One brigade took 54 ma. 
chine guns and 1 heavy mortar.

WOUNDS AND INFECTION 


Fresh Air a Good Healer For Shell 
Wounds 

The professional healer, like the 
professional fighter, has found that 
many of the things he learned in 
South Africa he has had to unlearn 
in Flanders. Wounds seldom proved 
troublesome in the Boer War, because 
the South African veldt was almost 
virgin; but in Belgium and France, 
where the land has been cultivated 
for centuries, the gentle germ is al- 
ways ready to enter the smallest : 
wound and bring about tetanus and 
other diseases. 

At first surgeons were in despafr, ' 
fearing that much-vaunted antigeptics 
were of no avail. It required long 
search and experiment before methods 
of overcoming new difficulties could 
be discovered. Then, owing to the 
lavish use of high-explosive shells, 
wounds are more 
more difficult to keep clean, while the 
pointed bullet works more harm than 
the blunt one of the “good old days.”

DUEL OVER RAEMAEKERS 


Prominenee is given in Spanish 
newspapers to an account of a fatal 
duel about M. Raemaekers’ cartoons.

The duel was fought with swords 
after the severest conditions had been 
drawn up. Professor Gay flung him- 
self on his opponent. The combat 
was so violent that two pairs of 
swords were broken in the first 
round. During a pause the seconds 
advised Senor Gay to be less furious, 
but he replied that he wanted to kill 
Senor Hermida. The duel. was re- 
sumed, Senor Hermida remaining on 
the defensive. Senor Gay rushed upon 
him with increased fury. The de- 
fender, a very able swordsman, was 
able to ward off the blows, and at 
last, weary of parrying his oppon- 
ents’ wild rushes, he thrust at him 
and pierced lis throat. Senor Gay 
died eight hours later. 
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TOWNSHEND---" WHAT 
A MAN TO FOLLOW”: 


Private’s Tribute to Herolc British 
General Who Defended Kut— 
Tragic Incidents 


Little by little the herole epic of 

the British defence of Kut under the 
great Townbhend comes to light. A 
despatch rider, - Private Lutener of 
the Seventh Hussars, since returned 
to England, has added incidents to 
the general store of knowledge. One 
evening Lutener was lyibg in his bed 
in Kut hospital chatting to two com- 
rades, a sergeant and a private. Sud- 
denly there was a great rending ex- 
plosion; the hospftal had been struck 
by a bomb from above. : 
- “{ was not touched,” Lutexc: says, 
“but both the.~men at my bedside 
were killed; and for three days I 
was conscious of nothing but the ter- 
rible shock I had sustained. 
fee my head and my, remaining 
leg; it was the only way by which 
IT could convince myself- they were 
still there.” Thirty-one men were in- 
jured by that one bomb and eighteen 
of them died of their injuries. 

Lutener himself is a pretty tough 
specimen of the British soldier or he 
could never have survived the de- 
privations of that long siege. Among 
the Kut wounded upon whom it was 
necessary to perform amputation he 
{s the sole survivor. He had wasted 
to a very shadow when the end of the 
siege came, and the doctor attributed 
his existence in such circumstances 
to the clean life’ he must have led. 
One day, wher he was slowly stryg- 
gling back from the sheck of the 
Sopstation the general came to see 

m. 

“I know this man,” he, exclaimed 
at the first glance. “Private Luten- 
er, sir, of the Signal Company; car- 
ried despatches” “And how are you 
getting on, laddie?” I told him I 
was all right, and he patted me on 
the back, saying: “Keep on smiling, 
laddie. And always ‘think that when 
you get home there will be thousands 
like you, worso. luck.” 

When the doctor came back he said 
to me: “Lutener, you are a lucky 
ofan. I’ve been instructed that you 
are to have a bottle of port wine all 
to yourself. It is the General's last 
bottle, and you must take care of it.” 
I hardly liked to take it, but I think 
if I had not I should never have been 
here to-day. But what a man to 
follow! 


TEADERSHIP WON V.C. 


Youth and Age no Bar to Highest 
British Honor 


A batch of Victoria Crosses was 
awarded to three officers and two 
privates: in English regiments, a ser- 
geant of a Scotch regiment and a 
sergeant of an Irish regiment. All 
distinguished themselves not only for 
indifference to danger, but for quick 
thinking. In every case the winner 
had rallied and led troops under fire, 
had snatched victory from defeat. 
For instance, Private Robert Rider, 
of the Middlesex, assumed command 
of his regiment when all the officers 
had been killed or wounded, led a 
remnant of men forward; and with 
the aid of a Lewis gun cleared the 
trench in front of him and carried 
the enemy’s position. 

In commenting upon these and re- 
viewing some earlier: ones, the New 
York Sun’ observes that among the 
winners was an elderly man who 
left a wife and nine children at home 
in order to serve his country, and 
“that glorious boy,” John ‘Travers 
Cornwall, who, mortally wounded, re- 
mained at his post in. the Jutland 
battle because, as he explained short- 
ly before he died, “he thought he 
might be needed.” We may be sure 
that when the roll of heroism for the 
war is compieted no name will shine 
more radiantly than that of this lad.

Where Manual Labor For the Cause 
is Honored 

Miss Jennings, who has been work- 
ing in a canteen fer over two years, 
Bays that the work is extremely hard 
and a real sacrifice by women accus- 
tomed to luxurious homes anda life 
of ease. “Some of them,” she said, 
“come to the canteens at midnight 
and work until eight o’clock in the 
morning. They used to work in four: 
hour shifts, the night shift finishing 
at 4 a.m., but they found it was im- 
possible to get home at that hour, 
especially as so many families have 
given up motor cara. When there is 
a big rush of soldiers the work be- 
comes a great strain. 

“In the carteen it is an honor to 
be looked upon as a good washer-up. 
That is quite true of all the canteens 
I have worked in, and the womex not 
only hand out eups of coffee—they do 
the rough work of scrubbing the floors 
and working over the hot stoves. A 
professional charwoman is only en- 
gaged to scrub the kitchen floor and 
to scour the stove.”

astounded at the marvellous adapta- 
tions that have been introduced to 
simplify the operation of the compli- 
cated machintry, and to enable un- 
skilled women and girls to produce 
work of such high standard and pre- 
cision as would previously have re- 
quired the most expert workmanship. 

One machine I saw for folding cart- 
ridge cases was entirely protected by 
a strong wire gauze, which rendered

Micrometer Superseded 


The micrometer, a very delicate in-

Man Too Deaf For Trench Work, 
Became Stretcher-bearer 
There is a man so deaf that he was 
unfit for work in the trenches. He 
was a cheerful sort and the men fiked 
the queer things that happened when 
he failed to hear an order. Every 
one but’the deaf man stood to. He 
took no notice. “Stand to!” shouted 
the colonel. The deaf man turned 
pathetic eyes on him. “Is it true, 
sir,” he asked anxiously, “that the
